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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting this. their annual report, your Comumnittee desire 
to acknowledge the hearty co-operation of teachers and parents 
during the past year. and to congratulate you on the general pros- 
perity of our public schools. 

It is certainly an evidence of prevailing educational influences. 
that we have so ri good teachers in town, and that so many of 
our young people are seeking a higher education. In this connec- 
tion, we would suggest the expe dieney of inaintaining at least one 
term of High school a year, aud thus give educ ational privileges 
to many whe possess marked ability, but have slight pecuniary 
resources. 

While the money in all the districts has been well spent, it is a 
source of regret, that, in two districts at le: ast, a want of harmony 
between the parents has preveuted their children from reaping all 
the benefits they might otherwise have enjoyed, while time alone 
“au remove all the pernicious influences that remain. Greater care 
in the selection of prudential committees will go far to prevent dis- 
trict school difficulties, besides contributing im many other ways to 
the greater efficiency of the schools themselves. 

The instruction in our schools, though good, has not been so 
thorough in some branches as during the previous year, and we 
again most sincerely urge upon all, parents. teacher and scholars. 
the ereat import ance of completely mastering the principles. or 
facts contained in one lesson, before proceeding with the next les- 
son, otherwise the very attempt at instruction, which should re- 
move mental difficulties, will only increase those difficulties and 
confuse the pupil’s mind more and more. 

By reference to the table of statistics, it will be seen that of the 
whole number of scholars. 77 per cent. studied Arithmetic, 60 per 
cent. Penmanship, 31 per cent. Grammar, and 5 per cent. History. 
While it must be borne in mind that the youngest scholars are not 
expected to study g grammar or history, yet comparing the number 
giving-attention to arithmetic, with those studying: history ; it will 
be seen how utterly disproportionate the relation is, and how ab- 
norinal is the mental development of large numbers of our schol- 
urs. With so many pupils studying arithmetic, a suitable text- 
hook is of great importance, and a change should be made at no 
distant day. | . 

Witb vo slight feelings of pride and continued interest in those 
scholars who have been adv: ancing in their studies from term to 
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term, and with an equal interest in behalf of those who are jnst be- 
ginning their school experience, we would again urge upon all the 
voters ‘of our school districts the i importance of rendering their 
moral support to the teachers under all circumstances, and of culti- 
vating on the part of their children that respect for, and deference 
to, the wishes of the teacher, which will so effectually emphasize 
and supplement the daily instruction given. 


A review of the condition, and general progress of the several 
schools are herewith submitted : 


DISTRICT NO. 1.—COLBY. 


The question of removal of the School-house. was early agitated, 
finally resulting in a decision by the County Commissioners, loca- 
ting it on the spot now occupied.—hence, the school term did not 
commence until September; two terms followed, taught by Miss 
Fannie L. Burnham,—oue of our ablest, and most thorough 
teachers. 

The scholars had in a measure forgotten much they had_pre- 
viously committed, owing to the long delay of the school term, but 
Miss Burnham labored with her accustomed zeal and e irnestuess. 
and the final results were most gratifying to your Committee. 

Perhaps the second term was most noted for progress, as the 
young minds were in better training to receive the instructions im- 
parted The scholars on examination day acquitted themselves 
with credit, and their deportment was excellent. 

The success of a school depends very much on the selection of 
the teacher ; this district made a wise choice; others might pattern 
in this important particular. 

DISTRICT NO. 2.—CENTRE. 

The summer and fall terms of this school were taught by Miss 
M. Abbie Colby, who had already proved herself a successful 
teacher, and in these two terms added to her previous record. 
Miss Colby maintained good order,—gave thorough insti uction, 
and completed her school to the satisfaction of all the district. 

The winter term was begun by Mr. M. K. Putney, who con- 
tinued to confirm all the favorable opinions entertained by friends 
interested in his success as a teacher; and his unexpected appoint- 
ment as master of a Massachusetts grammar school, while it seem- 
ed as if it must seriously affect the interests of the Centre school, 
was yet such a tribute to real ability, as to cause a feeling of pride 
throughout the district, and indeed the whole town, that we were 
able to send forth one, whose experience in teaching had been ob- 
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tained chiefly in our own town schools. Perhaps no less gratify- 
ing to all concerned, was the fact that another teacher was found, 
born in town, educated in our district schools, and enrolled as a 
teacher for one term in this very. district. who could suecessfully 
complete the term. a little more than half finished. Mr. J. E. 
Stone, a member of the senior class of Dartmouth College, kindly 
consented to fill, what was really an embarrassing position. and 
performed his duties to the satisfaction of scholars, committee, and 
it is believed, of the entire district. 
DISTRICT NO. 3.—STARK. 

Miss Jennie M. Clough, of Concord, a graduate of the High 
school in that city, taught both terms; a faithful conscientious 
teacher, who strove hard to do her duty, and in her endeavors she 
succeeded. 

The attendance during the summer term, numbered only six 
pupils, but, the few displayed strong evidence of gain. 

During the autumn term, the number of pupils was increased, 
the term was a long one, but the same degree of earnestness was 
retained throughout, and the progress made was highly commendable 

Miss Clough deserves the credit of returning the most perfectly 
filled register, and we take pleasure in testifying to her ability as 
a first class teacher. 

5 DISTRICT NO. 4.—WAITE. 

Miss Emma J. Lord taught the summer and fall terms, and 
conscientiously tried to give the best instruction. But the atten- 
dance at school in this district has, for two or three years, been 
the most irregular of any district in town, and this has proved a 
great hindrance to the progress even of those scholars who hak 
yan constant in attendance, and has been very discouraging to the 
teachers. Still good progress was made during these two ibn 
and the result of the examination at the close of the fall term wa 
very gratifying. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Walter C. Walker. 
Mr. Walker is one of the most advanced students, among the 
young men of our town, and this is his first experience in teach- 
ing. The closing examination was very satisfactory, and the 
improvement in reading was especially marked. Mr. Walker has 
fully justified the expectations of his best friends, and has proved 
himself capable of achieving success in teaching wherever lie 
may be placed. 

DISTRICT NO. 5.—MOUNTALONIA. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Clara A. Shaw, of New Bed- 

ford, Mass., who had taught here previous terms. 
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Miss Shaw is a live teacher, and we believe endeavored to 
faithfully do her duty, and if one érves, they generally succeed. 

Several of the pupils were somewhat irregular in their at*end- 
ance, thus marring in a measure the success of the school; but 
those who were punctual displayed a ready comprehension, and 
the tact was evident that they had not attended in vain. The at- 
tendance duriug the second term was not as large, owing to re- 
movals from the district and other causes. A quarrel between 
members of the district made it unpleasant for Miss Shaw, but we 
tuke pleasure in testiiying to her uprightness and good intentions, 
and she may rest assured that her efforts were appreciated by the 
committee. No one is perfect, and it applies to us all.
